Grand Jury Will Take Steps 
Monday for Prosecution of 
Clyde Thomason — Prison 
Commission to Act. 


The Fulton county grand jury will, 
on Monday, take legal action toward 
the active prosecution of Clyde Thom- 
ason, until Friday a guard at the 
Adamsville convict camp, charged by 
eight convicts with assault to commit 
murder. 

The probe of the grand jury which 
led to Thomason’s near-indictment will 
not end in Thomason’s detention under 
a county indictment. 

The state prison commission, which 
Suspended Thomason on Friday pend- 
ing the action of the grand jury next 
Monday, will, it is learned, ask for a 
deep investigation into the condition 
of convict camps all over the state. 


Weltner Issues Letter. 

The Men and Religion Forward Move- 
ment of this city, whose representative, 
Phillip Weltner, has been agitating the 
question of correcting the alleged ex- 
isting evils in convict camps, issued 
an open letter on Friday in which it 
was urged that the county commission- 
ers appoint, at once, a man whose sole 
duties it will be to direct the discipline 
and the moral and physical welfare of 
all prisoners sent to the Fulton county 
convict camps. 

The letter, which was sent as an 
open one, to the county commissioners, 
contains a stinging arraignment of the 
present condition of affairs which pre- 
vails in the Fulton county camps. 

The letter details the insanitary. con- 
ditions under which the convicts live, 
and goes into detail in the matter of 
recommending that certain changes be 
made looking toward allievating the 
condition of prisoners sent to the 
camps from the county courts. 

The letter ia full follows: 

Mr. Weltner’s Statement. 

The letter in full follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., January 30, 
The Board of County Commissioners, 
lanta, Ga.: 

Gentlemen: We take the liberty of point- 
ing out certain evils existing in the convict 
camps of Fulton county with the confident 
belief that you will apply the remedy. 

The night boxes for human refuse stand 
in the aisles of the bunk houses through- 
out the night and remain until the mer are 
taken to’ work. At times the odor from 
these boxes, especially at the morning meal, 
is unbearable. Observance of the prison 
commission rules would remove this dis- 
‘gusting state of affairs. 

The men bathe in hogsheads cut in two, 
on the average of five men to the tub, with 
ro change of water and without towels. No 
care is taken to have diseased convicts bathe 
i nseparate vessels. 

Prisoners are allowed to write but one 
letter a month, no matter what their con- 
duct may have been. 

Their food, though sufficient in quantity, 
is poorly prepared and with little variety. 
This results in the men buying food privil- 
eges, which amounts to nothing more than 
petty graft for the recipients of the money. 

In most of Fulton's seven camps the 
sleeping quarters are so cramped that the 
bunks are side by side and in reality con- 
stitute one broad bed. This is an open vio- 
lation of the prison rules of the state. 

Are Chained to Bunks. 

Except at Bellwood, a negro camp, the 
prisoners at night are chained to their 
bunks, despite the fact that the buildings 
are lighted and guards are continually on 
duty. On Sundays and holidays the con- 
victs are confined in quarters chained to 
their bunks. Only at the white camp and 
Bellwood are they allowed the liberty of the 
building. 

When a guard marks a convict for the 
lash, the whipping boss asks no questions, 
no. investigation is made as to its necessity, 
the convict is given no hearing. This is the 
practice, in violation of the explicit rule of 
the state prison commission, that the lash 
should be used only as a last resort. 

The lash is the only method of discipline 
resorted to, although the law provides other 
means of discipline, to wit: Grades, merit 
marks and “good time.’ Every prisoner, good 
and bad, is given good time, thus destroying 
its value as an incentive to good conduct. 
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warden’s simplest recourse. Other methods 
require steady, fore-thought and the keeping 
of accurate records. 

Although the rules ahe plain enough, 
eonvicts are seldom furnished with 
of clothes on the expiration of their sen- 
tences. They usually return to freedom in 
rags. 

So little consideration is given the con- 
‘viet that there can never be anything but 
ili-will between him and his keepers, which 
means increased expenditure in guarding, 
the degredation of prisoners and guards, and 
a continual menace to the public, because 
the prison camps, as now administered, can 
only be schools of corruption. 

Remedies Are Suggested. 

In view of the foregoing and the encour- 
agement we have always received from your 
body in our efforts to set before you what 
we deemed for the county’s welfare, we sub- 
mit the following suggestions to remedy 
these evils: 

'  First—All county employees in ‘charge of 
convicts whose conduct in office has been 
unreasoning an dbrutal should be removed. 

-Second—The deputy and guards at the 
woman's camp, on the almshouse property, 
should be replaced by women, in line with 
the program your board has adopted for 
white female prisoners. 

-. Third-—Inasmuch as there are 600 colored 
prisoners in this county, a number almost 
equal to the inmates of the federal prison, 
there should be an honor camp for colored 
prisoners, promotion to which will be an 
additional incentive to the rest to keep with-

Sayanneh, January 30.—(Spe- 
cial.) —That Judge r told. him in 
positive terms that he would sentence 
to sn any member of the bar who 
sought to disqualify him in a case in 
which his son-in-law, A. H. Heyward, 
was counsel, was the testimony of Dis- 
trict Attorney Alexander A. Akerman, 
who was recalled to the stend in the 
congressional .investigation today. 

According to Mr. Akerman, this 
threat was made in November, 1910. 
He said he went to see Judge Speer 
and found him walking the floor and 
The judge said he had 
just learned that a certain lawyer pur- 
posed moving that the judge disqualify 
himself because of his relationship with 
Heyward, who was one of counsel in 
the case. He said he advised Judge 
Speer that there were authorities to 
justify such action and wrote him a 
letter to that effect. 

Mr. Akerman began his testimony by 
telling what he knew of the formation 
of the partnership between Isaac and 
Heyward. He said he had never seen 
Judge Speer excuse himself in a case 
because of the connection of Heyward 
until the investigation was begun by 
the department of justice last summer. 
He said he had seen him preside over 
a number of cases in which Heyward 
had contingent fees. 

“I got a compromise for a client of 
mine by treatening to have him dis- 
qualified,’”’ declared Mr. Akerman. 

There was a battle of words betweeh 
Mr. Akerman and former Congressman 
Howard, of counsel for Judge Speer, 
during the cross-examination. The 
witness testified that Mr. Heyward 
seldom took an active part in court, 
but that Isaac and Talley, at the time 
of their partnership with him, did the 
work. Mr. Howard was insistent to 
know whether he knew of Judge Speer 
presiding . in. any.._case..in.which his 
son-in-law was interested after he had 
been asked to disqualify. 

“T have answered the question,” said 
Mr. Akerman. “The question was never 
raised. Then, as a matter of course, 
he never overruled it.” He said 
if hé had been interested in cases he 
would have raised the question, adding 
“J] wasn’t afraid to do it.’ 

“Judge Speer ought not to put coun- 
sel in the embarrassing attitude of 
forcing him to observe the proprieties 
of judicial life.’’ 

Speer Absent From Hearing. 

Judge Speer has been absent from 
the hearing the last two days. He has 
been busy with a stenographer in his 
room preparing a statement to submit 
at the conclusion of the investigation. 
It is understood that Judge Speer will 
enter a sweeping denial of the charges

that have been made against him. He 
will ask the privilege of making the 
entire statement to the committee, but 
if this is refused he will ask for per- 
mission to make a thirty-minute ar- 
gument. The statement which he is 
preparing will go to the committee in 
any event. 
Hearing to End Today. 

With less than a dozen witnesses yet 
to be heard, members of the committee 
tonight announced that they  ex- 
pected the hearings to terminate late 
tomorrow. The investigation began at 
Macon January 19, and was transferred 
to Savannah the following Monday. 

Witnesses today testified to numer- 
ous acts of Judge Speer, which they 
charged were unfair and arbitrary.

It developed today that J. R. Davis 
had killed two children and a woman 
in Florida, and that his brother's wife 
knew of it and had threatened to de- 
liver him to the officers, and that he 
had made the statement that he intend- 
ed putting an end to her. All of the 
evidence agairst the husband, however, 
is only circumstantial, and it is doubt- 
ful if a verdict of guilty will be re- 
turned against him.

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The young man and girl pedestrians

He will not recommend that the 
“district” be closed—not for some time 
to come, not before he secures more 
proof of the wisdom of such a course 
than he says he has been able to get 
in Atlanta. He will report that he has 
a mass of information on both sides 
of the question, and he will give the 
commission this information. In his 
own mind he is not satisfied. 

Mayor Thompson was formerly a 
resident of Atlanta and at one time 
was a member of the firm of S. M. In- 
man & Co. This is his second term as 
mayor of Chattanooga, he being the 
first mayor under the present commis- 
sion form of government. Social con- 
ditions have interested him greatly. He 
is never satisfied with hearsay evi- 
dence. Recently he went to Europe 
to study the handling of the vice prob- 
lem. Then he came to Atlanta. 

“I shall return to Chattanooga and 
make a report,” he said. “This report, 
in brief, will state that I have been 
given much information, but it is not 
information on which I could base a 
recommendation that the red light dis- 
trict of Chattanooga be closed. I find 
that the people of Atlanta are by no 
means a unit in opinion as to the ef- 
fects of closing the district. I talked 
to Chief Beavers and Judge Broyles. 
Both assure me that the passing of 
the district has been of vast good to 
the city. On the other hand, I have 
talked to prominent business men— 
some of them prominent in church af- 
fairs. They assure me to the contra- 
ry, that the city has been hurt: that 
conditions are mo better. These men 
were not interested one way or the 
other. 

“As a result I am at sea. I shail 
wait. I think it too soon to tell wheth- 
er the closing of the segregated dis- 
trict in Atlanta has worked for zood 
or otherwise.”

Under the thick band of fog that hid 
the heavily running sea, both big ships 
were making their way slowly and 
with difficulty in the early morning. 
The Monroe, with Captain Johnson on 
the bridge, and a double lookout peer- 
ing into the fog ahead, was edging un- 
der half speed to the northward, having 
left Norfolk for New York last evening 
with a nerve-racking, fog-bound voy- 
age in prospect. The Nantucket, heav- 
ily laden with freight and with but 


two passengers on board, was nosing 


her way southward, bound from Boston 
to Norfolk. Urged through the drip- 
ping fog, the two vessels slowly were 
drawn toward each other. 

The crash came about 1:40 o’clock 
without warning. 

Out of the gras 
out -even the waves from

scarceky touched the dripping side of 
the Monroe before the high steel prow 
of the southward-bound vessel cut into 
her side’ with a ripping and crashing 
of plates that threw the stricken ship 
aback. The Nantucket, with her bow 
crushed in, backed out of sight into the 
fog, as Captain Johnson, seeing that 
his vessel was fatally stricken, shouted 
an order for the lifeboats. 

When the crash came those aboard 
the Monroe were safely in bed and 
asleep. Only Captain Johnson and the 
watch on deck were up and about. The 
shivering of the stricken vessel and 
her listing motion, as the water pour- 
ed through the gash in her. side, 
awakened the sleeping passengers and 
sent them clambering toward the deck. 
Warned by the officers, they hurriedly 
adjusted life preservers and made for 
the tilted deck. But the time was all 
too brief. Those resciied agreed that 
from the time the Monroe was struck 
until she settled beneath the waves, 
not more than a short ten minutes 
elapsed. 


Liner Rolls on Side; 


Cabins Are Submerged. 


Bagwage, clothing, valuables were all 
forgotten in the flight from the state- 
rooms of the sinking ship. Pajamas, 
nightgowns and bathrobes and blank- 
ets were the common appare! of those 
who made the slippery up-ended deck 
before the water trapped them below. 
And most of them wore that garb 
when they left the limping Nantucket 
at her dock here this afternoon. 

As the half clad, excited throng of 
passengers reached the deck, they were 
herded toward the lifeboats by officers 
and crew. Three of the lifeboats from 
one side of the crippled vessel. were 
unshipped and gotten away from the 
side, freighted with frightened human- 
ity, mostly women, shivering in the 
wet and cold in their flimsy night 
clothing. By the time these were away 
the Monroe was rolling over on her 
sidé, and it was impossible to launch 
the other boats. 

With a sudden lurch the liner, 
fast filling, rolled over on her side, 
throwing up her uninjured side, sub- 
merging cabins and saloons. With a 
chorus of shrieks the unfortunates left 
on the sinking vessel turned, and, 
crawling like rats, made their way 
over the superstructure, through port 
holes, windows and companionways, 
until they rested. just out of reach 
of the waves on the upper side of the

half capsized vessel. But even this 
siippery security was not long aveil- 
able. With a rumbling sound the big 
vessel plunged beneath the waves, 
leaving her human. freight afloat on 
the icy bosom of the ocean. 


Wife’s Hair in Teeth, 
He Keeps Her Afloat. 


Meantime, the Nantucket, herself 
badly damaged, had stood by, and Caf- 
tain Berry had aroused his sleeping 
crew. As the ineffectual rays of the 
searchlight failed to pierce the blanket 
of fog, Captain Berry ordered out his 
lifeboats, and one by one they slipped 
away into the fog to search for the 
Monroe. They found only the strug- 
gling survivors afloat in the icy sea, 
crying frantically for help. 

Many of those picked up were utter- 
ly exhausted, and unable to help them- 
selves. Several had to be hauled over 
the side of the Nantucket with ropes. 
Thomas R. Harrington kept his wife 
afloat by swimming with her hair in 
his teeth, only to have her die a few 
minutes after she was hauled aboard 
the Nantucket. Lieutenant L. B. Cur- 
tis, U. S. A, was rescued, but died 
after reaching the Nantucket. 

Captain Johnson, of the Monroe, and 
all of his officers, got away from the 
sinking vessel and were rescued. All 
of the officers and the crew of both 
the Morroe and the Nantucket were 
held here tonight to await an investi- 
gation by the federal steamboat in- 
spection service. 

Eight of the Monroe’s passengers, 
whom wireless reports had put in the 
list of lost, walked or were borne from 
the steamer Nantucket when the lat- 
ter landed the rescued at Norfolk this 
afternoon. These were George M. Mar- 
low, New York, Mrs. John M. Ray, 
New York; E. P. Lyons, New York; B. 
B, Vernon, New York; . Cc. Clausen, 
Milwaukee; Ddward Gorman, Philadel- 
phia; Albert Snyder, East Orange, N. 
J. and C. W. Poole, Gray, Va. Mrs. 
Ray’s husband was lost and she, a girl 
of 20, was tonight in Norfolk without 
friends or means. 

E. P, Lyons, whose name did not 
appear among those that were saved, 
by wireless this morning, was not 
drowned. He was among the first of 
the white passengers to come off the 
Nantucket after she had tied up at her 
dock. Clad only in pajamas and a 
bath robe, he gave a graphic descrip- 
tion of the collision and the events 
that followed. r 

‘It was about 1:30 o'clock,’ 
Lyons, “and very foggy. l had un- 
dressed but had not gone to bed. The 
fog horn was blowing every minute. 
Suddenly it blew twice and repeated 
the double blast twice. : 

“Then almost like putting on the 
brakes, the Monroe stopped and I 
knew there was something the matter. 
Rushing on deck I saw somebody get- 
ting ready to put a life boat over. I 
asked him if there was any danger. 
He replied that he didn’t know, but 
wanted to be ready. 

Hit Near Port Bow. 

“Almost. before the words left his 
mouth the Nantucket struck us near 
the bow on the portside. I ran down- 
stairs and tried to dress, but the ship 
was listing so that I could not stand 
up, so I huyried back up. There was 
very few passengers on deck, and one 
boat was overboard. 

“As it pushed away, Captain John- 
|son told me to jump in, as there was 
room for- one more. i had jumpéd 
to,.get in and I left Captain Johnson 
standing On. the deck of the ship. The 
boat went back and he got in. The 
Monroe went down easily and was be- 
low the water. within twelve minutes 
after the collision. 

“The crew behaved splendidly as far 
as | could see,” continued Lyons. 
“There were not very many women on 
the ship, but they were allowed to get 
into the boats first. There was no ef- 
fort on the part 6f the men to crowd 
them. While we were in the lifeboat 
we picked up a man and woman. He 
was holding her by the hair in his 
teeth and was almost exhausted when 
we pulled him in: The woman died..

The collision occurred so suddenly and 
the boat sank so quickly it is a won- 
der that many more were not drowned.

“The Nantucket stood by us and 
those of us who could, climbed on her 
rope ladder.

this morning. Only two or three boats 
were launched from the Monroe. One 
Passenger said that but one boat was 
successfully launched. 

_ “Every available lifeboat from the 
Nantucket was sent to the rescue.” 

The lost had scarcely a chance to 
realize that death was upon them be- 
fore they were struggling in the sea. 
The doomed passen@ers of the Monroe, 
fast asleep in their cabins when the 
two vessels came together, went down 
to death with only time for a shriek 
of ‘despair. 

Only those kept awake by the snort- 
ing sirens that wailed their useless 
warnings through the fog knew when 
the vessels struck. Thé rest, thrown 
from their berths byAhe force of the 
Collision, heavy with sleep, had bare- 
ly time to struggle to the deck of the 
sinking vessel before they were 
plunged into the water. 

Not ten mjnutes intervened between 
the time of the blunt bow of the lum- 
bering Nantucket crashed its way into 
the side of the Dominion liner and the 
time the latter slid under the waves. 
The eighty-six rescued huddled on the 
Nantucket today were lifted from the 
ae, water after their vessel had gone 

own. 


Captain Above on Deck. 


Both vessels had quieted down for 
the night hours before the collision. 
Captain Berry, on the bridge of the 
Nantucket, and the slowly pacing look- 
out, had the deck to themselves as the 
vessels slowly sSkimmed through the 
fog and mist. Captain Johnson kept 
ty the bridge of the Monroe. Thus, 
with sleep spreading a mantle of si- 
lence over all and the d@mse fog en- 
folding the heaving sea, th® two vessels 
felt their way toward each other in 
the murk, » 

As the Nantucket staggered back 
after the crunch of steel on steel, Cap- 
tain Berry swung out his searchlight, 
and dimly the bulk of the settling 
Monroe loomed up through the drifting 
fog. Uncertain as to the fate of his 
own vessel he ordered out the life- 
boats. Lost from view in the fog and 
guided only by the shrieks of the 
drowning, the boats picked up the sur- 
vivors. When the searchlight’s faint 
glow brought to view no more strug- 
gling figures and when the shouts of 
the lifeboat crew brought no answer- 
ing shouts from the sea, the task was 
given up. 

With her saloon crowded with 
drenched and suffering men and wom- 
en, the Nantucket turned her gaping 
prow southward. 


Thrilling Stories Told. 


Thrilling are the stories told by 
those rescued from the jawe of death 
when the Old Dominion Steamship 
company’s steamer Monroe, bound from 
Norfolk to New York, turned turtle at 
sea within ten minutes after she had 
been in collision with the Merchants 
and Miners’ Transportation company’s 
steamer Nantucket in a dense fog off 
the Virginia coast early this morning. 
Revised lists put the loss of life at 
forty-three, of which number nineteen 
were passengers and twenty-four mem- 
bers of the onroe’s crew. It was as 
if they had come from the dead when 
eight of the Monroe's passengers, 
whom wireless reports had put in the 
list of the lost, walked or were borne 
from the steamer Nantucket when the 
latter landed the rescued at Norfolk 
this afternoon. These were George M. 
Marlow, of New York; Mrs. John M.

Savannah, Ga.; B. B. Vernon, of New

C. W. Poole, en route from Gray, Va., 
with his wife and 2%-year-old bov to 
visit in Massachusetts, had his wife 
and child washed from his arms over 
the rail of the sinking Monroe.

He 
will return to his Virginia home to- 
morrow. 


Women Scream for Help. 


Ed Gorman, of New York, told of 
harrowing scénes of women screaming 
for help in the cabin of the Monroe. 
Walking upon the side of the careened 
sinking ship, Gorman met a girl whom 
he begged to jump with him into the 
8@a. The girl refused and perished. 
Gorman was at once picked up by a 
passing lifeboat. 

J. Gaitley, second officers of the Mon- 
roe, gave his life preserver up to a 
lady who had none, and after being 
washed into the water saved himself 
by grabbing a floating ladder. 

Miss Sally McCombs, a member 
the Macaria theatrical company, was 
in a lifeboat with a West Indian negro 
who lost his head and grabbed Miss 
McCombs’ hair. He had to be beaten 
almost into insensibility before he 
would free the woman. 

(, H. Davis told how a frenzied ne- 
gro, standing upon the sinking Monroe, 
asked another negro for a pocket knife 
with which he proceeded to cut his 
own throat from ear to ear, and then 
fell into the sea. 

Though some of the negroes lost 
their heads, in the end there has been 
notable commendation of their conduct 
generally, and there are none who have 
anything but praise for the general de- 
meanor of the negroes aboard of the 
Monroe in the- great excitement fol- 
lowing the collision. 


Savannah Man Saved. 


E. P. Lyons, the former Riehmond, 
Va., and Savannah, Ga., theatrical man- 
ager, said:

Ww. Clausen, of 549 Sixty-fourth 
avenue, Milwaukee, came from the 
Nantucket, as did ma others, with 
his pajamas and a blanket as his only 
garments. He had a cut foot, but is 
otherwise in good shape. Clausen was 
among those first reported lost. He 
was anxious that it be made known he 
is still alive. 

Ralph Flannagan, 82 Hull street, 
Brooklyn, went to the hospital tem- 
porarily. He is not hurt. 


Caught by Crazed Negro. 


One of the most thrilling stories told 
by survivors was that by Miss Sally 
M mbs, whom a crazed negro caught 
by the hair in a life boat. She was one 
of the nine mémbers of the Marcaria 
Theatrical company who survive. Miss 
McCombs owed her life to the bravery 
of Charles Sutton, a native of Hert- 
ford, N. C., and a member of the Mon- 
roe’s crew, who leaped overboard from 
the foundering ship and kept her afloat 
in the icy waters until they reached 
one of the Nantucket’s life boats. Miss 
McCombs, lying upon her bed at a 
hotel, filled with emetion as she told 
tonight of her rescue. She said as the 
fog rose she expressed fear to her 
companions, but was assured there was 
no danger. When the crash came Miss 
McCombs rushed out to find passen- 
gers running up and down, with wom- 
en screaming. 

James O’Connell, of Washington, 
D. C., escaped injury. He was in the 
water for some time, but is only slight- 
ly indisposed from his experiences. 

. G Brown, of Brooklyn, was 
among those who were forced to walk 
along on the side of the Monroe as she 
careéned just before sinking. Finally 
all were washed into the sea. The Mon- 
roe went down easily, however, and 
there was but little suction. 

Captain E..F. Johnson, who com- 
manded the Monroe, came from the 
Nantucket much depressed. He said 
he felt in no condition to talk about the 
disaster at this time, and would have to 
defer any statement that he makes un- 
til he has time to make an official re- 
port to the officers of his company. 

“I have been up for two days and a 
night,” said Captain Johnson, “and vou 
can well understand how I hardly feel 
like talkin about this matter right 
now. I will do so later, but for the 
present can have nothing to say for 
publication.” 


Hamilton Reaches Scene. 


The Merchants and Miners’ steamer, 
Nantucket, after remaining for some 
time on the scene of the accident, was 
joined by the Old Dominion steamer, 
Hamilton, bound from New York to 
Norfolk, and by the Hamilton was 
convoyed to Norfolk. The Nantucket 
has a terrific hole in her bow and will 
have to undergo extensive repairs. The 
Nantucket was bound from Boston to 
Norfolk and Baltimore. 

Thousands of people crowded _ the 
river front to watch the Nantucket’s 
arrival at Norfolk this afternoon nearly 
twelve hours after the disaster. The 
Nantucket’s decks were crowded with 
survivors wrapped in blankets.

Boat Is Crushed. 


“In the collision boat No. 1, on the 
starboard side, was crushed; boat No. 3, 
on the starboard side, fell in the water 
and was swamped; boat No. 5 was got- 
ten off under the supervision of First 
tain Johnston and boat No. 7 was got- 
ten off under the superivision of First 
Officer Horsley. It was impossible to 
use boats 2, 4, 6 and 8, as they were on 
the port side, and could not be put out 
on account of the list of the vessel to 
starboard. The life rafts on the for- 
ward deck of the vessel floated as the 
boat sank and were instrumental in 
saving many lives. 

“Captain Johnson, as soon as he 
could get boat No. 4 over, took all in

As he dropped 
towards the stern he was engaged in 
picking up passengers who had leaped 
overboard, and in a very short time 
had about thirty-five persons in the 
boat, these filling it so that it had 
only about eight inches free board. A 
pretty good sea was running and the 
boat was overcrowded, but no one was 
left in the water who could be found. 
First Officer Horsley succeeded in low- 
ering boat No. 7, taking all who re- 
mained on the boat deek, and followed 
the example of Captain Johnson in 
picking up those who were in the water 
and proceeded by the stern to portside 
of the vessel to rescue those who were 
clinging to the high side.

HEROISM DESCRIBED BY THE MONROE SURVIVORS VILA T OSERE 


~ RULES OF WARFARE

Hereafter Federal Officers 
| Will Not Be Executed Un- 
less They Have Broken 
Word When Captured. 


Juarez, Mexico, January 30.—General 
Francisco Villa announced today that 
civilized warfare, particularly with 
refegence to the treatment of prison- 
ers, would be adopted by the rebels. 
He procured a book from United States 
army officials dealing with “‘the ethics 
of international warfare,” which he 
said would be put into practice in the. 
rebel army, and he added that hence- 
forth no federal officers would be ex- 
ecuted unless they previously had been 
captured and on being released had 
broken faith not to fight again. 

The statement of the rebel leader 
was of interest because of the impend- 
ing attack on General Refugio Velas- 
co’s federal garrison at Torreon, which 
is looked on as the probable scene of 
the next big military movement in 
Mexico. General Monclevia Herrera, 
one of Villa’s commanders, today 
moved south from Escalon, which is 
more than half way from Chihuahua, 
the present base, to Torreon. It may 
be a week or ten days before the reb- 
els actually open the attack. 

Capital at Chihuahua. 

Meantime, Chihuahua City; with 35,- 
000 population, the largest rebel 
stronghold, is being transformed into 
“the provisional capitol of the repub- 
lic.” A mansion has been provided 
there as the executive office of General 
Carranza, who expected from the 
Pacific coast about February 15. 

To Governor William C. McDonald, 
of New Mexico, General Villa reiter- 
ated his statement’ that he had no am- 
bition to become president of Mexico 
or to overshadow General Carranza. 

“Tl never will be president of Mexi- 
co,” said General Villa. “I never went 
to school a day in my life. My alpha- 
bet has been the sight and trigger of 
a rifle; my books have been the move- 
ments of the enemy.’ 

The rebel leader thus referred to his 
eighteen years as a bandit when he 
was hunted in the mountains. 

General Villa asked Governor Mc- 
Donald if there was any prospect of 
recognition of the rebels by the United 
States. “We wish our friends in the 
United States would help us, because 
we are your friends,” said General Vil-

London, January 30.—The 
suffragettes’ appeal to the Rev 
Ingram, bishop of London, to take up 
the cudgels against forcible feeding, 
failed today. The bishop visited Hol- 
loway jail, but his investigation re-

three suffragette prisoners were suf- 
fering excruciating torture while be- 
ing fed. 

The bishop discussed with Miss 
Rachel Peace, one of the suffragette 
prisoners, a statement made by Miss 
Florence Ansell, who, after her release 
from Holloway, told aé_e suffragette 
meeting that she had heard shrieks 
and moans twice daily from Miss 
Peace’s cell. 

Miss Peace informed Bishop Ingram 
that she never had shrieked and never 
had been put into a padded cell. She 
is undergoing an eighteen months’ sen- 
tence for arson. -The only complaint 
Miss Peace made was that she had not 
been released like the other suffra- 
gsettes under the provisions of the “cat 
and mouse” act. Bishop Ingram in- 
formed her that she would be released 
immediately if she would refrain from 
committing criminal acts of militancy. 

Miss Peace replied that she was una- 
ble conscientiously to give this 
promise.

Boy Caught Burglarizing 
East Atlanta Store Dies. 
Justifiable Homicide Ver- 
dict of Inquest. 


Frank Holmes, the boy burglar, who 
was shot with a pal, Harry Underwood, 
while attempting to burglarize the 
store of Waldrop & Waggoner, in East 
Atianta, Thursday night, died Friday 
morning at 11 oclock in Grady hos- 
pital. 

An inquest, held by Coroner Paul 
Donehoo in the Harry G. Poole under- 
taking establishment, in the afternoon, 
resulted in a verdict of justifiable 
homicide. The body will be laid to 
rest in Hollywood cemetery this aft- 
.ernoon at 3 o’clock. The funeral will 
be held in Poole’s chapel. 

The Underwood youth, who is only 
17 vears old, has been transferred to 
police headquarters. His trial will be 
neld at an early date. 

Families Not Destitute. 

The families of both boys denied Fri- 
day the story first told by the wounded 
boys of destitution, which they had 
sought to relieve by robbery. Both 
fanrilies are in good circumstances, and 
brand the stories as absurd. W. C. 
Holmes, a shoemaker, of 134 Powell 
street, the dead youth’s address, a 
prother of FranK Holmes, made this 
statement Friday “to a Constitution re- 
porter: 

“Il cannot possibly account for the 
plight of my brother. Anything, how- 
evér, that may have been said by either 
him or Underwood indicating that he 
did this on account of a ‘widowed 
mother’s destitution’ is absolutely un- 
founded: I do not think my brother 
said this, but that it was Underwood 
who made the statement, if the state- 
ment was made by either. Frank could 
not have said such a thing, because our 
mother is in anything but a ‘destitute 
condition.’ We both live at home, and 
if she did not have a penny, we are 
amply able to care for her and to give 
her every reasonable comfort. We 
were overwhelmed when we heard this 
dreadful news. It was all the more 
amazing in that we never had any 
trouble with Frank. He does not drink 
and his character has been such that 

e has never uséd curse words. If he 
a ever been in any kind of police 

trouble before this I do not know it. 
As to Underwood, I never met him and 
would not know him if I saw him on 
the street. Evidently, Frank has been 

etting in bad company without our 
nowledge. It is bad enough for him 
and bad enough for our good old moth- 
er and for the members of the family, 
who are placed in this most embarrass- 
ing situation.”

Miss Coye made many friends in At- 
lanta when she was here in November 
and December with Miss Elien Babbitt, 
they being directors and managers of 
the permanent child welfare exhibit, 
which was shown here at the public 
health conference. The exhibit, when 
closed heres was taken to New York, 
from there to Vermont, and then to 
Battle Creek, Mich., where it was an 
interesting feature of the race better- 
ment conference. Here it was that 
Booker T. Washington saw it; saw its 
value to both races, and it was brought 
to Tuskegee institute in early January 
and shown. at the negro conference. 
Subsequently the town of Tuskegee 
saw its value, and it was opened free 
to the people of that vicinity for sev- 
eral days. 

Miss Cove stated yesterday that the 
national child welfare committee is 
back of a movement to make the child 
welfare exhibit a state movement. The 
first step will be to have a permanent 
exhibit arranged by the national child 
welfare committee in the state capitol 
in Albany, N. Y. ‘Tried out there, it 
will probably lead to a state movement 
in all sections.

THE NEGRO CONTRACT JUMPER 

In a communication published today, 
T . Perkins, a farmer of Muscogee 
county, touches the core of the negro 


labor problem in country and_ city. 
Mr. £Perkins states what everyone 
‘knows to be the truth when he says that 
farm labor conditions in the south are badly 
demoralized because of the utter contempt 
of the negro for his contractual obligations 
and because of the inclination of many white 
farmers to encourage him in _ contract- 
jumping if thereby they may gain a badly- 
needed hand, irrespective of the embarrass- 
ment visited upon their white neighbors. 

The situation Mr. Perkins outlines exists 
in a modified form in the city, though the 
underlying principles of the disease are the 
same in both places. The cook, the butler, 
the gardener, the chauffeur, the washer- 
woman and the day laborer all share with the 

rural negro the impulse to “jump the job” 
at the slightest provocation; and it is by no 
means an occurrence unknown for city as 
well as country employers, housewives as 
well, to indirectly entice the servants of 
other people. 

In the country the modus operandi is all 
too sadly familiar. The negro “cropper” 
may make a ‘successful or an unsuccessful 
year. If successful, and he has cleared 
money, and canceled his obligations, he fre- 
quently pursues the ignis fatuus of fortune 
to another farm. If unsucessful and in 
debt, he makes new demands on his em- 
ployer. If the latter does not feel justified 
in meeting them it not infrequently happens 
that his neighbor will pay the negro’s in- 
debtedness for the sake of his labor. Worse 
than that, the negro frequently jumps his 
contract without making the slightest effort 
to settle his obligations. Next year the 
process will be duplicated and the thing 
goes on steadily from bad to worse. An- 
other practice Mr. Perkins justly attacks 
is that of paying negroes out of the chain- 
gang for their labor. If lawless and thrift- 
less negroes knew this recourse was not 
open to them there would be fewer crimes 
committed. Back of an enormous percent- 
age of negro indolence and defiance of con- 
tractual obligation is, of course, knowledge 
that if the white man strives to-force re- 
demption of pledge on him there are always 
possible convenient and distorted appeals 
to the federal courts with trumped-up 
charges of “‘peonage.” 

The situation is deplorable. Year by 
year it is aggravated and is infallibly dis- 
integrating the fabric of negro labor, in 
country and city, in the south. Every class 
of white employer and every class of negro 
employee stands to lose. For the white 
man who lures a negro from a neighbor this 
year has no guarantee that he will not him- 
self suffer from the same practice. The 
system saddles upon’ the industrial situation 
in the south an uncertainty that takes the 
very heart out-of effort and initiatiye, and 


reduces the outcome of careful and’ expen-’ 


. sive plans to a mere gamble. 

For this serious problem there is just 
one remedy. In Europe labor of this kind, 
as a prerequisite to application for employ- 
ment, must present a clean bill as to former 
service. A certificate bearing on this detail 
fis a sine qua non, an irreducible minimum, 
to employment in any channel. That should 
be the rule with regard to this character of 
labor, whether in town or country. Under 
such conditions the negro contract jumper, 
on farm or household, would disappear. 
Unless he bore with him a certificate of 
clean performance the back of the hand of 
every employer would be turned against 
him. In literal self-defense he would be 
driven to respect his word, once given. Of 
course no such system is possible without 
complete co-operation between employers. 

Certainly, unless relief is found, labor 
conditions in the south will become even 
more serious than now, so far as the negro 
is concerned. And the method suggested 
chas the advantages of proof by past expe- 
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ALL GEORGIA R ATLANTA. 

A most significant ex ion from the 
whole state of Georgia regarding its choice 
for the location of a federal regional bank 
in the southeast speaks in the resolution 
passed at yesterday’s convention of the 
Georgia State Chamber of Commerce, in 
Macon, unanimously favoring Atlanta. 

The mid-winter rally of the chamber of 
commerce, at which the resolution was 
passed, comprised one of the most repre- 
sentative meetings in recent state history. 
Financial interests, mercantile interests, 
farming and general interests from all parts 
of Georgia sent spokesmen. The gathering 
afforded as nearly an accurate reflection of 
business sentiment in Georgia as it is pos- 
sible to obtain. P 

And it was this tribunal, considering im- 
partially the need for a regional bank for 
the southeast and the advantages of the re- 
spective candidate cities, that gave its vote 
unanimously and with enthusiasm to At- 
lanta. 

In this action all Georgia has placed 
herself behind Atlanta. What happened 
yesterday at Macon should remove the last 
doubt from the minds of the organization 
committee, 60 far as the attitude of the 
state is concerned. 


ORGANIZING PROSPERITY. 


The mid-winter rally of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce in Macon ought to 
mark a material epoch in the history of 
Georgia. 

For two days leading and representative 
business men from every part of the state 
gathered and debated the means by which 
prosperity and development might best be 
organized in Georgia. 

Since the launching of the state chamber 
last fall the movement has made significant 
strides. 


Under the’ guidance of President C. J. 
Haden and his assistants the gospel of mili- 
tant organization has been carried into vir- 
tually every county in Georgia. 

In counties where commercial organiza- 
tion already existed new life and ambition 
was infused into the work. 

In counties that had not yet waked up 
to the value of commercial organiza- 
tion trade boards have either been formed 
or sentiment for their formation given a de- 
cided impetus. 

Within a few weeks each detail of the 
propaganda of the chamber will have been 
completed. Then there will be harnessed 
such forces for the development of prosper- 
ity as have never before been at work in 
this state. 

The inauguration of the mission of the 
chamber comes at a period that is peculiarly 
psychological. 

Every element is propitious for a great 
era of growth in Georgia. We have had a 
series of prosperity years, climaxed in a 
way by the one just passed. Farmers realize 
as never before the need of diversification, 
the creation of new industries, to broaden 
the bases of the state’s wealth. Business 
men, capitalists and corporation heads rec- 
ognize the state’s future from a manufac- 
turing and exporting standpoint. The gospel 
of “living at home” is catching on with con- 
vincing tenacity.

TRIAL OF MAJOR ANDRE. 


In March, 1771, Major John Andre, then 
only twenty years old, came to America 
with one of the English regiments. He dis- 
tinguished himself in the service, and at 
the time of Benedict Arnold’s treachery he 
was acting adjutant general to the English 
commander, Sir Henry Clinton, in New York 
city. 

It was Andre who was 
English to negotiate with Arnold for the 
turning over of West Point, the American 
stronghold. A long correspondence was car- 
ried on between them under the feigned 
names of Gustavus and Anderson; and at 
length, to facilitate their communications, the 
English sloop of war Vulture moved up the 
Hudson and took a station near West Point 
convenient for the purpose. 

The place appointed by Andre to meet 
Arnold was the house of a Mr. Smith. with- 
out the American posts. Both parties re- 
paired thither in the night at the hour agreed 
upon. Major Andre was brought under a 
pass in the name of John Anderson in a boat 
dispatched for the purpose from the shore. 
While the conference was yet unfinished day- 
light approached, and to avoid the danger of 
discovery, it was ateeage: ra Andre should 
remain concealed until t succeeding night. 

Owing to the fact that the Vulture had 
moved down the river to escape the Amer- 
ican fire, the boatman refused to return An- 
dre to the war vessel and he was, finally 
compelled to make the trip on horseback to 
the British lines. Arnold gave him a per- 
mit to pass through the American lines, in 
order to reach White Plains. 

He started for New York, as he supposed, 
in perfect security, but when not far away 
he was stopped by a scouting party who 
seized the reins of his bridle. For some un- 
accountable reason he forgot himself and de- 
clared that he was a British officer on im- 
portant business, and begged that he might 
not be detained. When he discovered too 
late is mistake he offered a purse of gold 
and a valuable watch fer his release, but 
his offers were rejected and the captors pro- 
ceeded to search him. They found concealed 
in his boots the exact returns, in @srnold’s 
handwriting, of the state of the pk ord- 
Nance and defenses at West Point. 

Andre was carried before Lieutenant Col- 
onel Jameson, and, regardless of himself. and 
only anxious for the safety of Arnold, he 
nobly maintained the character he had as- 
sumed, and requested Jameson to inform his 
commanding officer that Anderson had been 
taken. On receiving this information Arnold 
comprehended at once the danger with which 
he was menaced, and fled to the Vulture and 
afterwards proceeded to Néw York. 

When sufficient time for Arnold to make 
his escape was supposed to have elapsed, 
Andre no longer affected disguise, and. ac- 
knowledged himself to be the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the British army. Measures of se- 
curity having been taken for the protection 
of West Point, it remained to determine the 
fate of the unfortiimate Andre. A board of 
general officers, of which Major General 
Greene was president, and the two foreign 
generals, Lafayette and Steuben, were mem- 
bers, was called to report a precise state of 
his case, and to determine in what Character 
he was to be considered, and to what punish- 
ment he was liable. 

The candor, openness and magnanimity 
with which Andre had conducted himself 
from the first made a favorable impression. 
For this reason he experienced every mark 
of indulgence and from a sense of justice, as 
well as delicacy, he was informed. on the 
first opening of the examination. that he was 
at perfect liberty not to answer anv inter- 
rogation which might embarrass his own 
feelings. 

He, however, ignored this courtesy, and 
confessed everything material to his own 
condemnation, While he would indulge noth- 
ing which might involve others. The board 
renorted the essential facts which had ap- 
peared with their opinion that Major Andre 
was a Spy, and ought to be hanged as a SDY. 
The execution of this sentence was ordered 
on the day succeeding that on which it was 
declared. * 

Andre requested that he be shot like a 
soldier and not hanged as a criminal. To ob- 
tain a mitigation of his sentence in this re- 
spect he addressed a letter to General Wash- 
ington. But the oceasion required that the 
example should make its full impression and 
his request could not be granted. He met his 
fate with composure, dignity and fortitude, 
and such was his whole conduct as to ex- 
cite the admiration and interest the feelings 
of all who witnessed it. 

The board that sentenced Andre was made 
up of fifteen officers nominated by Washing- 
ton. The deliberations were serious and ab- 
solutely without passion or prejudice. On the 
site of the execution Cyrus Field erected 
a monument. Andre was buried under the 
gallows. i

Editor Constitution: Has it ever occurred 
to you that the white farmers of the state 
are doing nothing to organize to protect 
themselves against the organization of the 


negro lodges? 

The white men are not only not organ- 
ized. but are badly disorganized. You will 
find pretty much the same underlying prin- 
ciples and demands from all negro croppers, 
endeavoring to make contracts, showing the 
perfection of their organization. On the oth- 
er hand. the white farmer in many instances 
is pulling | against the white neighbor in 


every way that he can. 

I am a farmer, and in speaking of the 
white farmers, I shall use the word we, be- 
cause I will not claim that I am not doing 
what gather white farmers are doing. I admit 
there are exceptions among the whites and 
there are also exceptions among the negroes, 
as regards what I say in reference to them. 
Some white farmers will not interfere with 
his neighbor's labor and some negroes stick 
to and carry out their contracts and are not 
shifting from one place to the other: but, 
my article applies to both white and black, 
generally speaking. 

When Christmas comes, if the negro crop- 
per has .had a successful year and clears 
much money, the chances are he will move 
to some other farm. If he stays where he 
is. nine times out of ten, he will want the 
farmer to make him a loan in the shape 
of advances on the following year. If he has 
been unsuccessful, regardless whether it was 
through his own worthlessness or other 
causes, he is dissatisfied and implies by his 
actions that he thinks he is entitled to more 
money. Generally speaking, the farmers 
have a lien upon the negro’s effects and 
will not allow the negro to move his effects 
until he has settled whatever he may owe 
the said farmer. The chances are then that 
the negro can step over to the man’s next 
neighbor and trade with him, and he will 
pay up what the negro owes to the other 
man and then make him further cash ad- 
vances... The negro knocks around and finds 
out what farmer is willing to give him the 
most cash money to put in his pockets, and 
he is very apt to trade with a man who is 
willing to furnish the most cash. This prac- 
tice among white men always keep the ne- 
gro unsettled, and instead of making a con- 
tract with the man he is with and begin- 
ning plowing for another crop, he is loafing 
around, waiting until some white man be- 
comes anxious enough to trade with him by 
making him heavy advances. Then the white 
man feels that he must make further con- 
cessions in order to keep,the negro satisfied. 
It is the only class of r that I know of 
anywhere in which the employer must pay 
in advance to get the labor, and it is a 
custom that is wholly wrong, as a business 
proposition; and wholly demoralizing to 
farming. : 

A_practice that I thimk ts even more de- 
moralizing is white men paying negroes out 
of the chaingang or jail when they had been 
convicted of stealing. Personally, I will not 
do this, although I will pay out my negroes, 
if it is a question of fighting, something 
that does not involve thievery. When a 
farmer pays one out for stealing, he knows 
he has a bad proposition to start with, and 
the chances are that the negro will give him 
very inferior service during the year, and 
vet the negro feels that matters not what 
trouble he gets in some white man will be 
anxious enough for his services to pay him 
out. 

Some time ago I had occasion to visit a 
small country town and while there hired a 
stable team and with it a negro driver. This 
driver seemed to be a negro of very good 
intelligence, and he voluntarily referred to 
some negro who had just gotten in trouble 
in the neighborhood we were in and he said: 
“Bose, the white people are responsible. The 
negro knows that if he does meanness and 
gets in trouble, some of you white folks are 
going to pay him out. If you would not pay 
him out and let him go on to the chaingang, 
where he belongs, they would not be doing 
so much stealing.” 

Another pratice among the whites is 
trading with a negro who has morally and 
verbally obligated himself to stay where he 
but has not absolutely signed a written 
contract. 

I have a friend now who had two good 
croppers and they came out in debt. During 
the month of December he loaned them 
money on the understanding that they were 
going to stay with him next year. When 
Christmas came they wanted still further ad- 
vances... This man has to borrow money he 
operates on, and he felt unable to make fur- 
ther advances, and declined to make them. 
The negroes told him that another one of 
the neighbors was willing to pay what he 
owed him and make them still further ad- 
vances, and he as a result lost his croppers 
and they moved over on his neighbor's place. 
Can the white people afford to continue this 
thing? The longer it continues, the worse 
the evil grows. It does seem to me that the 
Farmers’ union is strong enough to stop this 
sort of bustness. If it is outside of the scope 
of the Farmers’ union, if the white people 
would organize clubs and lodges and come 
to sOme united action, this practice could be 
broken up; and the negro, realizing that 
he could not get anybody to pay him out 
and loan him money, would be less extrava- 
gant and would live within his means. 

I would be yery glad if you will find 
space to publish this article and commend it 
to the attention of the farmers. -

Among the many good things of which 
our state may boast with pride are its 
peppers, of which there are many varieties. 
The mild, sweet pepper is the one especially 
adapted to cookery and it is prepared in 
various ways.

Stuffed after the following recipe, 
they are delicious: 

Stuffed Sweet Peppers. 

Take the désired number of fresh*sweet 
green peppers—the kind that are very long 
and slim make the most attractive dish— 
and roast them in the oven a few minutes 
in order ‘to blister the outer skin so that it 
may be easily removed. As soon as this 
skin is taken off, cut slices of American 
cheese and mold them into the pepper so 
that the shape _is nicely filled out. Then 
roll them in a batter of flour, eggs, and 
butter with a little salt, and fry them in 
butter. They are equally as good baked in 
butter. .In using the canned peppers, it is 
only necessary to stuff and cook them as the 
skin is removed when they are put up. This 
dish is simply and quickly prepared and 
should be served piping hot.

Four pounds of juicy 
round of beef, chopped 
nd simmered in enough 
water to cover. 

One and a half pounds 
of suet, with all the 
threads and fibers reé- 
moved and cut in bits with a sharp knife, 
and then chop it in a wooden bowl. Suet 
is in the short list of things that may not 
be ground through the meat chopper without 
crushine. 

Twenty-five juicy, 
will not be too many when they are pared, 
cored and chopped. One quart of best cider, 
four pounds of sugar, four pounds of seed- 
less raisins (Sultanas are best), three heap- 
ing tablespoons of ground cinnamon, one ta- 
blespoon of allspice, two grated nutmegs, 
one tablespoon of salt, one-quarter pound of 
citron chopped in bits, one-quarter pound of 
crystallized ginger, chopped. This last 
comes packed in half-pound tins at any 
grocers: it is a pungent flavor for the fruit 
cake and plum pudding, as well as for the 
mince-meat. 

The meat will be done in ten minutes; add 
it, with the water it cooked in, to these other 
ingredients and cook gently thirty minutes 
longer. 

Pour into stoneware jars and when cool 
cover with paraffine, which will form a hard 
cake and exclude the air. 

When the mince-meat is needed, lift off 
this waxen cover, remove the quantity want- 
ed, remelt the paraffine and pour it on agail. 
The generous quantity of spice and cider in 
this recipe warrants it to keep all winter. 

The canny Scot finds an opportunity to 
be economical even: when making mince-m6€a 
and there are some persons who would not 
brave a twinge of dyspepsia even for rich 
mince pie, that look with favor upon the 
Scotch. recipe. It is for them I insert the 
following meatless mince-meat: Four pounds 
chopped suet, three pounds seeded raisins 
chopped, two pounds best Zante currants, 
one pound citron chopped in tiny bits, one- 
fourth pound of candied lemon peel cut fine.

sugar. Stew this mixture with cider and 
season with ginger, cloves, cinnamon, all- 
spice and nutmeg.

INJUNCTIONS DISSOLVED 
IN MISSOURI RATE CASES 


Kansas ity, January 30.—Injunc- 
tions againgt John T. Barker, attorney 
general of Missouri, preventing him 
trom proceéding with suits to recover 
$24,000,000 excess freight and passenger 
charges,.made by railroads while the 
Missourf rate cases were in litigation, 
were dissolved in an opinion by Judge 
Smith McPherson, filed in the federal 
court today. 

The original injunction brought by 
railroads to prevent enforcement of 
Missouri's 2-cent passenger and maxi- 
mum freight rate laws also was dis- 
missed in accordance with the recent 
decision of the Umited States supreme 
court in upholding the laws. In addi- 
tion, the court held the $10,000 bond 
put up by each railroad “in 1905, when 
the state rate laws were enjoined, has 
no reference to those persons who have 
paid excess rates gr passenger fares, 
and they can recover whatever is due 
them. 

Judge McPherson appointed Nash 
Adams, an attorney of this city, as a 
master to adjudicate all claims brought 
in the federal court for excess charges, 
declaring. however, that claimants 
might sue for recovery of overcharges 
in any court they choose—state or fed- 
eral. 

The court declared it would retain ju- 
risdiction over ohly such claims as 
might be filed before the master for 
adjudication. 


AMENDMENT IS URGED 
TO SMITH-LEVER BILL 


Washington, January 30.—(Special.) 
Senator Hoke Smith’s main apprehen- 
sion now as to the fate of the Smith- 
Lever agricultural extension bill con- 
cerns the method of distribution of the 
appropriation. 

Senator Cummins, of Iowa, is stren- 
uously urging an amendment making 
the basis of distribution the acreage 
under cultivation in each state. Under 
the bill, as it passed the house, the 
distribution would be according to ag- 
ricultural population. According to 
the figures Of Senator Cummins, Geor- 
gia would have a distinct advantage 
over lowa under the present wordin 
of the law, but this would be reverse 
under the Cummins amendment, the 
percentage of land under cultivation 
being two and a half times greater in 
Iowa than Georgia, but Georgia having 
the larger percocet population.

A doctor was soon summoned, who ex- 
amined the stricken man and found | 
that he was shot twice in the head, one} 
shot going through his brain and the 
other around his skull just under the 
skin. Both shots ranged upward. He 
never regained consciouscness and died 
in about two hours. 

Footprints were found in the garden 
behind the house. These tallied exactly | 
with the professor’s shoes. They were | 
followed closely and ranged aimlessly | 
over about three miles hither and 
thither. At one place it was found by'! 
the footprints that the owner of the 
shoes had stepped into a ditch filled | 
with water, and his right shoe and part) 
of his right pants’ leg were saturated 
with water. On examining the pants 
and shoes of the deceased the jury 
found that the right shoe and the right 
pants’ lez was wet. 

Many facts pointed strongly to sui- 
cide.

Washington, January 30.—Winthrop 
More Daniels, of Princeton, N. J., chair- 
man of the New Jersey public utilities 
and Henry Clay Hall, of 
Colorado Springs, president of the Col- 
orado bar association, probably will be 
named as members of the interstate | 
commerce commission tomorrow by} 
President Wilson. The senators from 
New Jersey and Colorado were con- 
sulted about their appointments late 
today. 

News of the selection of the two in- 
terstate commerce commissioners to 
fill the vacancise caused by the death 
of John D. Marble and the resigna- 
tion of Charles A. Prouty, spread rap- 
through the capitol, where con- 
urging 
no less than fifty different candidates. 

Mr. Hall was recommended by vir- 
tually the entire Colorado congression- 
al delegation, who urged that their 
state was entitled to representation 
on the commission. Mr. Daniels is 
a personal choice by the president. He 
is an tntimate friend and long-time 
associate in college work. Mr. Daniels 
graduated from Princeton university in 
1888 and went back there four years 
later as an instructor, finally becoming 
professor of economics and public 
finance, on which subjects he wrote 
textbooks, in use in many colleges.

1911, when Mr. Wilson became gover- 
nor of New Jersey, he appointed Pro- 
to the public utilities 
commission of New Jersey, of which 
he later was made chairman.

Mr. Hall is a graduate of Amherst 
college in the class of 1881, is a na- 
tive of New York, and is 54 years old. 
He has been general counsel of the 
Colorado Springs, Arkansas, Louisiana 
and Gulf railway.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, January 30.—Cotton 
worked lower during the past week. 
Trading has been generally quiet and 
the selling movement, inspired by 
large ginning figures of a week ago, 
was checked by reports of a continued 
good spot demand. Early-week rallies 
were limited, however, and the market 
today was unsettled by bearish week- 
end figures, reports of slackening 
southern eee and more or less 

eneral liquidation. 
w wrede intepests have bought mod- 
erately on declines, but there has been 
no sign of reviving outside speculative 
interest and much of the more recent 
trading is supposed to have been for 
evening up commitments pending a 
fresh view of the spot situation, or a 
nearer view of the new crop start. 
Many traders have expressed confi- 
dence in the stimulating effect of 
easier ‘Inoney markets and the active 
demand reported for January shipment 
has been a factor in reviving large 
estimates of trade requirements for 
the remainder of the year. But this 
argument has been met by the tend- 
ency to increase estimates of the 
supply since publication of the last 
ginning figures, and there have been 
many predictions that a slackening of 
spot demand next month would lead to 
increased selling pressure from re- 
maining southern holders. 

March contracts have maintained 
their premium of some 20 to 22 points 
over May during the progress of the 
decline, however, ogg to continued 
expectations that New York must at- 
tract larger stock and some operators 
believe this will become a more im- 
portant feature so far as local con- 
tracts are conceried, should the south 
fail to weaken after the first of the

The February meeting of the New 
York revision committee is scheduled

A 
feature of the day was the contention that 
the large into-sight must soon lead to an- 
other upward revision of crop estimates, 

The opening was steady at an advance 
of one to two points. Cables were no bet- 
ter than due on futures, but private cable- 
grams said that the low money rates were 
bound to stimulate trade. Unsettled weather 
conditions over the cotton helt caused more 
or less nervousness among shorts and in the 
early trading prices went six to seven points 
over yesterday's close. This was the high 
of the day, as the promise of bearish statis- 
tics increased selling orders to a consider- 
able extent before the session was very 
old.

RULE BY MARTIAL LAW 


DENOUNCED BY CULLE 


Principles of Human Rights 


Disregarded, He Tells 
New York Bar. 


New York, January 30.—Military in- 
tervention in civil affairs, with the 
sanction of estate governments, and 
modern political tendencies generally 
have fostered in courts, in legislatures 
and in the people themseives a disre- 
gard for the most fundamental princi- 
ples of human rights, claimed Edgar 
M. Cullen, former chief judge of the 
court of appeals of New York, in an 
address tonight at the annual meeting 


of the Bar assoication. | 

Speaking of reecnt cases in which 
military power had usurped the rights 
of civil authority, Judge Cullen said: 

“IT had always believed that the sub- 
ordinatio nof the military power to 
the civil was an axiom in a free coun- 
try, and the first cases to which I shall 
call your attention involve a repudia- 
tion of that principle. They arose in 
the state of West Virginia in 1912. 
There had been great violence and 
disorder during a strike on the part 
of the coal miners, and the law had 
been openly defied. The governor of 
the state suspended the writ of habeas 
corpus and declared by roclamation 
a state of war to exist in a portion 
of the county of Kanawha. The civil 
courts of the country were open and 
unobstructed, the county town in 
which they were held being outside of 
what the courts of that state have 
called the ‘martial zone.’ The peti- 
tioners had been tried and sentenced 
by military commission. They sought 
their release on habeas corpus, which 
was denied them by the supreme court 
of the state by a divided court.” 

This, said Judge Cullen, had been 
done in defiance of the constitutions 
of the United States and of West Vir- 
ginia, the latter providing that “the 
miltiary shall be subordinate to the 
civil; and no cicizen, unless engaged 
in the military service of the state, 
shall be tried or punished by any mili- 
tary court fer an offense that is cogni- 
zable by the civil courts of the state.” 

“In such cases,” said the speaker, ‘‘the 
constitutional guarantee of life, liber- 
ty and property have ceased to be op- 
erative and efficacious.’’ The practice 
placed the life and liberty of every cit- 
izen of a state at the mercy of the 
governor, who might declare a state 
of war, whether conditions justified 
the step or not. The decisions of the 
courts dealing with the case exalted 
“the military power beyond any height 
hitherto known in this country.” 

The speaker also questioned the val- 
ue of a Minnesota law which provides 
that details of the execution of acrim- 
inal shall not be printed in a newspa- 
per, when the constitution of state 
says, “The liberty of the press shall 
forever remain inviolate.” He argued 
that incompetency or brutality on the 
part of the officer charged with the 
execution could, under the vcircum- 
stances, not be brought to the atten- 
tion of the public. 

Judge Cullen cited a recent decision 
of a Minnesota court, which held that 
an action would lie against a rich man 
who opened a barber shop with the 
motive of injuring another, and not 
for the sake of his own profit. Under 
this ruling, he said, it would be pos- 
sible to proceed against an automobile 
manufacturer who recently admitted 
his employees to share in his profits, 
because other manufacturers claim the 
example was exciting their employees 
to discontent, which might lead to 
strikes.

allowed exorbitant fees to the law 
firms of Talley & Heyward and Isaac 
& Heyward, in both of which concerns 
A. H. Heyward, Judge Speer’s son-in- 
law, was a partner. 

Charges that Judge Speer, without 
jurisdiction, threw several concerns at 
Waycross, Ga., into bankruptcy when 
fees to the law firm in which his son- 
in-law, Mr.- Heyward, was a partner, 
were contingent upon such a course, 
were made by W. W. Lambdin, a Way- 
cross attorney. The witness said Judge 
Speer’s action was indefensible, in his 
opinion, because “creditors of the af- 
fected concerns stood ready and will- 
ing to effect an adjustment.” 

Mr. Lambdin said that business con- 
cerns “feared Judge Speer,”’ each an- 
ticipating that it “might be the next 
victim.” 

Speer Working on Reply. 

Vv. KE. Padgett, an attorney of Bax- 
ley, Ga., corroborated. much of the tes- 
timony of Mr. Lambdin regarding 
banKruptecy suits tried before Judge 
Speer. Jacob Gazan, member of the 
Savannah bar, and also one of the at- 
torneys interested in the Waycross 
bankruptcy cases, gave testimony sim- 
ilar to that of previous witnesses to- 
day. In the matter of the Gray Lum- 
ber company, one of the concerns for 
which Isaac & Heyward were appoint- 
ed receivers, Mr. Gaztan charged that 
Max Isaac, of Brunswick, Ga., repre- 
senting three small creditors, ‘“‘posi- 
tively refused to consider a settlement 
of these claims, so that the Gray Lum- 
ber company could be relieved of bank- 
ruptcy proceedings.” 

Judge Speer, with his attorneys, 
worked hard today preparing his de- 
tailed reply to testimony offered during 
the hearings, and it was announced to- 
night that he probably would file this 
reply with the congressional committee 
before final adjournment of the hear- 
ings tomorrow. 

Chairman Webb tonight refused to 
discuss the probable nature of his com- 
mittee’s report to the house, and said 
that neither he nor his colleagues had 
discussed the matter in detail as yet. 

Lambdin’s Testimony. 

When Mr. Lambdin was called before 
the committee he was asked by Chair- 
man Webb, of the congressional com- 
mittee, to give an account of the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings against the Beach 
Manufacturing company, of Baxley, Ga. 
Mr. Lambdin was an attorney in this 
case. 

The witness testified that early in 
1913 Max Isaac resigned as referee in 
bankruptcy at Brunswick, Ga., and 
shortly afterwards the partnership of 
Isaac & Heyward wasannounced. Mr. 
Lambdin called attention to the fact 
that Heyward was a son-in-law of 
Judge Speer. 

“In rapid succession,” the witness 
continued, “three large concerns were 
thrown into bankruptcy, namely, the 
Beach Manufacturing company, the L. 
Carter company and the Gray Lumber 
company. While iocal counsel were 
associated in these cases, Isaac & 
Heyward always took the lead, and the 
general impression Was that they had 
the favor of Judge Speer. 

“These bankrutpcy caes, which ap- 
peared to be unjustified, threw a great 
shock into the commercial world of 
south Georgia, and business generally 
became apprehensive.” 

The witness declared that Judge 
Speer appointed a receiver for the 
Beach company without going through 
the usual procedure. 

“About a year before the Beach Man- 
ufacturing company was put into the 
bankruptcy,” the witness said, “a bank- 
ruptcy petition was filed against it, 
but this petition wase denied. At that 
time Heyward’s law firm was asso- 
ciated with counsel for the defendant 
company.” 

On cross-examination Mr. Lambdin 
said that at the time the Beach Man- 
ufacturing company aws puti nto the 
hands of receivers there were forty or 
fifty unsatisfied judgments outstanding 
against it, and by agreement the com- 
pany had for a time passed the interest

Flung by McDonald at the

Indianapolis, Ind., January °0.—The 
charge that Samuel. Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, was “gloriously drunk’ at the 
Seattle convention of the federation 
was made by Duncan McDonald, of Il- 
linois, at the convention of the United 
Mine Workers of America today. Dur- 
ing the prolonged cheers, “liar,” “slan- 
derer,’”’ were hurled at McDonald by 
Gompers, who sat on the platform. 

“I am glad Mr. Gompers is here so I 
can say what I want to,” said Mr. Mc- 
Donald in beginning his reply to the 
speech made yesterday by Mr. Gomp- 
ers. “I said there were booze-fighters 
in charge of the American Federation 
of’ Labor and I'll prove it. 

“At the Seattle convention, I had a 
room with my wife at a hotel next to 
the room reserved by the resolutions 
committee. The first Saturday night 
we could not sleep for the noise made 
by a bunch of drunks in the next 
room. 

“Sat Glortously Drunk.” 

“I appealed to the clerk of the hotel 
and the’ noise grew louder. Then I 
went down to the hotel office and the 
night manager called Jim Duncan on 
the phone and told him they would 
have to get out of the room, that they 
were disturbing all on the floor. 

“The noise grew fierce, and I finally 
knocked on the door of the room and 
was asked to come in and have a drink. 
When the door was opened there sat 
Sam Gompers at the head of the table 

Oriously drunk, with a bottle of 

ooze in his hand.” 

The statement threw the convention 
into an-wuproar and it was some time 
before order was restored. While the 
‘confusion was at its height Gompers 
called McDonald a liar and a slanderer. 
. r. Gompers followed M:Donald and 
denied absolutely the charge of drunk 
enness. He declared the statement 
“libellous, untruthful, vicious, slander- 
ous and without any form of honor.” 

Mr. Gompers left the hall to take a 
train before Charles H. Moyer, presi- 
dent of the Western Federation of 
Miners, could speak. 


Moyer Not Satisfied. 


“Despite the statements of Mr.
